On the other bend some 
attempted to dessribe the woes and 
puins of hell that will be inflicted upon 
those who disobey the commands of 
God. This produced much contention 
umong them; some sa.d there wasa 
hell, others said there wis none. [ 
wus also ‘lispleased at this, and was 
ubout to turn away and have nothing 
more to do with religion or its votaries:
